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About  The  Cooer 

George  F.  Hendley  P'18  is  spotlighted  on  the  cover  of  Tnr 
Scarab  this  quarter  because  of  his  unusual  and  very  successful 
activity  as  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee  for  the 
School  of  Pharmacy. 

At  the  end  of  1953  the  Pharmacy  Alumni  had  an  active  mem- 
bership or  17%  compared  ■with  30%  active  members  for  Medi- 
cine and  23%  for  Dentistry.  That  situation  didn't  suit  Jeff 
Hendley  at  all.  It  not  only  didn't  suit  him,  but  it  didn't  suit 
him  to  the  point  where  he  volunteered  to  do  something  about 
it. 

In  August,  when  almost  everyone  else  was  seeking  a  cool 
shady  spot  or  an  air-conditioned  room,  he  was  pounding  the 
pavements  of  Richmond,  calling  on  all  of  the  druggists  who 
had  not  alr'eady  paid  their  dues.  Because  pharmacists  usually 
work  on  shifts,  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  call  on  most  stores 
twice,  and  it  took  the  better  part  of  three  weeks  to  finish  the 
job,  but  finish  it  he  did,  personally  accounting  for  123  member- 
ships. This  set  a  record  of  62%,  or  45%  more  than  last  year. 

Next  Mr.  Hendley  began  to  look  at  the  statistics  from  the 
rest  of  the  State,  and  still  wasn't  satisfied.  He  began  to  make 
one  day  trips  with  Curt  Nottingham  to  nearby  areas,  such  as 
Petersburg,  Hopewell,  West  Point,  Tappahannock.  Then  he 
combined  a  business  trip  to  Northern  Virginia  with  another 
concentrated  effort  for  the  Alumni  Association.  In  some  other 
areas  of  the  state,  he  secured  some  helpers  to  call  on  pharmacy 
alumni.  In  the  Arlington-Alexandria  area  he  secured  the  help 
of  his  friend,  G.  E.  Henderson,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
North  Caro'ina,  who  collected  dues  from  fourteen  of  the  fifteen 
M.  C.  V.  Alumni  on  his  list.  Southwest  Virginia  remained  a 
problem.  The  druggist  in  almost  every  little  town  there  is  an 
M.  C.  V.  graduate,  but  they  are  so  scattered  that  Mr.  Hendley 
decided  he  couldn't  ask  anyone  else  to  cover  that  area.  He 
covered  it  himself. 

Leaving  Richmond  on  a  Friday  morning,  he  set  out  for  Roa- 
noke, picking  up  memberships  in  Appomattox  and  Bedford  on 
the  way.  After  a  day  in  Roanoke  he,  driving  alone,  began  his 
circuit  of  all  of  the  towns  beyond,  and  in  the  next  six  days  he 
visited  almost  every  drug  store  between  Roanoke  and  the  West 
Virginia  and  Tennessee  lines. 

Next  on  his  membership  tour,  this  time  accompanied  by  Curt 
Nottingham,  was  a  two-day  stay  in  Norfolk,  followed  later  by 
a  one-day  trip  to  Hampton  and  Newport  News. 

When  Mr.  Hendley  began  his  campaign,  he  set  as  his  goal 
raising  83,000.00.  On  December  15  he  had  personally  collected 
$3,120.00  from  344  pharmacists.  Throughout  his  campaign  he 
stuck  to  his  original  belief — that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  eacb 
alumnus  to  help  the  Association  in  a  small  way,  and  he  asked 
for  no  contributions  larger  than  .$10,00.  The  bulk  of  the 
$3,120.00  came  from  $5.00  and  $10.00  memberships. 

When  he  isn't  working  for  the  Alumni  Association,  Jeff 
Hendley  is  proprietor  of  the  Fairmount  Drug  Store  in  Rich- 
mond. His  ability  to  operate  a  store  successfully  is  widely 
recognized,  and  many  Virginia  druggists  attribute  their  own 
success  to  the  helpful  advice  he  has  given  them.  Mr.  Hendley 
is  also  the  president  of  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

For  the  weeks  of  his  time  Jeff  Hendley  has  contributed  this 
year  to  the  Alumni  Association,  for  the  many  miles  he  has 
traveled,  for  the  personal  expenses  he  has  borne,  the  Alumni 
Association  would  like  to  express  its  appreciation. 

For  the  new  membership  record  he  has  set,  surpassing  the 
previous  achievements  of  any  schools  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  The  Scarab  salutes  Jeff  Hendley  and  the  alumni  of 
the  School  of  Pharmacy. 


an   Editorial 


One  of  the  primary  functions  of  our  Alumni  Association  is  to 
serve  as  a  liaison  for  better  understanding  between  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  its  graduates.  It  is  the  belief  of  our  Alum- 
ni Board  of  Trustees  that  in  most  instances  mutual  understanding 
can  be  brought  about  simply  by  the  dissemination  of  accurate  in- 
formation. 

It  was  for  this  reason  that  committees  were  appointed  in  June 
to  make  studies  in  the  areas  of  hospital  privileges,  admissions, 
and  intern  placement.  The  committee  on  hospital  privileges  made 
its  report,  following  a  very  thorough  study,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  on  October  15,  and  it  is  printed  on  page  3. 
The  other  two  committees  will  report  on  January  14,  and  the  re- 
sults of  their  studies  will  also  be  published. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  printing  these  statements  of  the  college's 
policies,  the  reasons  why  these  policies  were  made,  and  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Alumni  Association  regarding  them,  the  better 
understanding  which  we  are  striving  for  will  result. 

In  making  these  studies  the  committees  are  finding  that  many 
rumors  can  be  dispelled  merely  by  tracking  them  down.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  therefore  urges  alumni  who  are  disturbed  by  some 
incident  they  have  heard  about  to  report  this  to  the  Board,  which 
will  act  as  a  grievance  committee,  going  to  the  proper  source  to 
obtain  the  facts  of  the  situation. 

Questions  of  alumni  are  also  welcomed.  If  these  are  of  general 
interest,  they  will  also  be  turned  over  to  the  proper  source  for 
answer  in  The  Scarab.  In  any  case,  the  Board  will  attempt  to- 
provide  accurate  information.

The  following  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Hospital  Privileges  ap- 
pointed at  the  annual  meeting  on 
June  1,  was  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Alumni  Association 
on  October  15.  A  copy  has  been  re- 
ferred to  the  M.C.V.  Board  of  Visitors 
and  to  their  Committee  on  Hospital 
Privileges. 

The  committee  has  had  interviews  with 
Mr.  C.  P.  Cardwell,  Medical  Director  of 
the  M.  C.  V.  Hospital,  and  with  Dr.  John 
B.  Truslow,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine, and  numerous  informal  discussions 
with  interested  alumni  on  privileges  to 
practice  in  the  M.  C.  V.  Hospital. 

The  procedure  whereby  privileges  are 
granted  to  a  physician  is  under  the  con- 
trol of  a  committee  consisting  of:

Dr.  A.  I.  Dodson,  Sr. 
An  absolute  requirement  is  a  faculty  ap- 
pointment in  the  school  of  medicine.  In 
the  specialties  appUcation  for  faculty  ap- 
pointment is  made  to  the  Chief  of  Service. 
Applicant  should  be  Board  Certified,  or 
qualified  to  take  the  Board  exams,  and  a 
five  year  period  is  allowed  to  become 
certified.  Applicant  may  or  may  not  be 
dropped  for  failure  to  become  certified. 
If  the  Chief  of  Service  has  a  place  on 
his  staff  for  applicant  and  approves,  the 
written  application  listing  qualifications 
and  experience  is  successively  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Privileges,  the  Dean 
of  Medicine,  President  of  the  College  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Appointments  are 
made  for  one  year  and  renewable  annual- 

An  associate  of  a  physician  having 
privileges  may  admit  and  treat  patients  in 
his  senior's  name  and  responsibility.  Privi- 
leges are  also  granted  to  certain  doctors 
under  contract  to  special  groups,  such  as 
city  fireman,  policemen,  civil  service  em- 
ployees, and  the  American  Tobacco  Com- 
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pany,  with  privileges  limited  to  this  group. 
General  privileges  may  later  follow  dem- 
onstrated ability  and  willingness  to  teach. 
One  general  practitioner  has  privileges  by 
virtue  of  being  assistant  to  the  Dean  of 
Medicine.  Faculty  appointments  in  gen- 
eral practice  are  limited  to  demonstrated 
ability.  Largely  because  of  ill-defined  lim- 
itations in  O.  B.  and  surgery  very  few 
general  practitioners  have  been  granted 
privileges  in  recent  years. 

A  study  made  by  the  Dean  of  1953 
showed  that  M.  C.  V.  Hospital  provides 
35%  of  the  private  hospital  beds  in  Rich- 
mond and  extended  privileges  to  67%  of 
the  physicians  practicing  here;  the  list 
included  24  general  practitioners.  M.  C. 
V.  Hospital  admissions  according  to  serv- 
ices were  as  follows: 

Surgery  and  surg.  specialties      42% 
Internal  Medicine  19% 

O.  B.  &  Gyn.  16% 

Pediatrics  13% 

Psychiatry  9% 

General  Practice  1  % 

The  College  denies  the  allegation  that 
since  the  institution  is  state  supported  its 
facilities  should  be  open  to  all  ethical 
physicians  of  the  city.  Regret  was  ex- 
pressed that  shortage  of  hospital  beds  as 
well  as  inability  to  use  more  physicians 
on  the  teaching  staff  make  it  impractical 
to  grant  privileges  to  additional  physicians 
at  this  time.  The  College  feels  that  it  is 
in  fact  already  exceeding  its  obligation  by 
granting  privileges  to  a  higher  percen- 
tage of  doctors  in  the  city  than  is  done  by 
comparable  institutions  in  other  cities.  The 
College  does  not  have  a  plan  to  inaugurate 
a  department  of  general  practice  in  its 
teaching  program. 

Alumrri  not  on  M.  C.  V.  staff  are  of- 
fended by  implication  of  inferiority  to 
those  physicians  who  do  have  privileges. 
Many  wish  to  see  the  establishment  of  a 
department  of  general  practice  in  the  Out- 
patient department  and  in  the  hospitals, 
limited  to  members  of  the  American  and 
Virginia  Academies  of  General  Practice 


who  do  satisfactorily  keep  abreast  of 
progress  in  medicine,  and  who  are  entire- 
ly willing  to  be  limited  to  demonstrated 
ability.  They  believe  general  practice 
should  include  minor  surgery,  simple  non- 
joint  fractures,  uncomplicated  O.B.,  in- 
cluding application  of  low  forceps,  and 
pediatrics. 

It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  committe  that 

1.  The  college  acts  properly  to  limit  M. 
C.  V.  Hospital  privileges  to  those 
physicians  on  its  teaching  staff. 

2.  Granting  of  privileges  because  of  group 
contracts  is  inconsistent  with  the  above. 

3.  Greater  use  can  and  should  be  made  in 
the  teaching  program  of  the  general 
practitioner  alumnus  who  keeps  abreast 
of  developments  in  medicine.  Hospital 
privileges  limited  to  demonstrated  abil- 
ity should  be  extended  him. 

4.  The  committee  feels  that  some  type  of 
nominal  privileges  which  might  never 
actually  be  used  to  admit  a  patient 
would  placate  a  number  of  disaffected 
alumni,  but  is  unable  to  recommend  a 
concrete  proposal  to  effect  this.  Fur- 
ther study  to  this  end  is  recommended. 

5.  The  real  source  of  discontent  between 
alumni  and  their  college  stems  from 
the  general  shortage  of  hospital  beds 
in  the  Richmond  area  and  the  private 
ownership  and  control  of  the  existing 
beds  to  the  exclusion  of  large  numbers 
of  our  best  physicians,  who  have  not 
had  the  opportunity  for  similar  invest- 
ment. 

6.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion to  bring  existing  ill  will  to  the 
attention  of  the  college  and  to  urge 
even  greater  efforts  to  correct  griev- 
ances. A  campaign  of  friendly  letters 
to  fairly  and  objectively  present  both 
sides  of  problems  as  they  arise  would 
keep  its  membership  informed  and 
prevent  hasty  judgements.

Capital  outlay  requests  for  the  six  year 
period  covering  1956  to  1962  presented 
to  the  Governor  of  Virginia  this  month  by 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  amounted 
to  $5,263,500  for  the  college  division  and 
§3,345,610  for  the  hospital  division. 

Number  one  priority  in  the  college  re- 
quest was  given  to  construction  of  a 
bioclinical  center  to  house  the  clinical 
staff  research  and  special  diagnostic 
laboratories  and  the  patients  for  which 
these  special  diagnostic  laboratories  exist. 
This  building,  to  be  constructed  on  the 
south  line  of  Marshall  Street,  between 
11th  and  12th  Streets,  will  cost  an  esti- 
mated $4,160,000,  including  $430,000 
which  is  expected  from  Hill-Burton  Fed- 
eral Funds  and  $700,000  from  revenue 
bonds. 

Second  priority  was  given  to  dormitories 
and  efficiency  apartments.  It  is  proposed 
to  construct  dormitories  to  house  400 
students  and  36  efficiency  apartments  to 
house  junior  faculty  members  and  others 
at  a  cost  of  $1,644,000,  including  $822,- 
000  from  revenue  bonds.  Land  to  com- 
plete the  housing  project  will  cost  $149,- 
000. 


The  College  is  now  virtually  without 
dormitories,  except  for  student  nurses, 
and  the  student  body  is  to  a  large  extent 
scattered  throughout  Richmond  in  room- 
ing houses  and  private  homes.  Because 
they  must  be  available  during  tlje  late 
afternoon  and  at  night,  including  week- 
ends, it  is  important  that  more  students 
be  housed  in  the  college  area  for  hospital 
clinic,  and  emergency  work. 

The  Alumni  Association  plans  to  work 
actively  to  demonstrate  to  members  of  the 
legislature  the  need  for  student  dormi- 
tories. Dr.  John  A.  Tolley  D'30  of  Ar- 
lington, chairman  of  this  committee,  has 
already  done  some  preliminary  work  and 
expects  to  call  on  all  Virginia  alumni 
for  assistance  before  the  next  session  of 
the  legislature. 

To  extend  McGuire  Hall  Annex  to  Uth 
Street  the  College  is  asking  for  $413,500. 
Other  capital  outlay  proposed  for  this 
six  year  period  includes  the  construction 
of  an  auditorium  and  physical  education 
building  for  $380,000  and  extension  of 
the  tunnel  from  the  Richmond  Eye  Hos- 
pital to  McGuire  Hall. 

Estimated  repairs  and  general  improve- 


ments on  buildings  already  constructed 
will  amount  to  $108,000. 

The  capital  outlay  requests  also  include 
$456,000  for  land,  with  first  priority  being 
given  to  the  purchase  of  the  juvenile 
domestic  court  on  the  corner  of  Clay  and 
12th  for  $150,000. 

First  priority  for  general  repairs  and 
improvement  was  given  to  a  request  for 
$37,000  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  three  emergency  generators. 

The  Hospital  Division  is  also  request- 
ing $70,000  to  buy  the  northeast  corner 
of  Eleventh  and  Broad  Streets,  $25,000  to 
purchase  400  North  Twelfth  Street,  and 
$60,000  to  acquire  the  First  African  Bap- 
tist Church  which  is  next  door  to  Ran- 
dolph-Minor Hall. 

Number  one  priority  for  the  hospital's 
requests  is  given  to  $1,536,000  for  the 
Ennion  G.  Williams  Hospital  to  complete 
unfinished  floors,  purchase  equipment  to 
permit  occupancy  of  200  beds  for  gen- 
eral hospital  patients.  The  State  Health 
Department  is  making  a  request  which  will 
provide  needed  equipment  for  the  tuber- 
culosis patients.  When  this  facility  for 
negro  patients  is  completed,  it  is  expected

that  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  will 
have  one  of  the  top  units  in  the  South 
for  teaching  in  the  area  of  diseases  of  the 
chest. 

Number  two  priority  is  given  to  an  ad- 
dition of  four  floors  to  Randolph-Minor 
Hall  which  will  make  it  possible  to  house 
120  more  student  nurses.  The  cost  is 
estimated  at  $7,220,000.  The  School  of 
Nursing  cannot  effectively  assist  the  State 
in  alleviating  the  shortage  of  nurses  until 
this  additional  housing  is  provided. 


Other  capital  outlay  requests  include 
an  addition  to  the  laundry  building,  com- 
pletion of  alterations  and  remodeling  of 
St.  Phihp  Hospital  to  provide  housing  for 
surgical  and  obstetrical  patients,  construc- 
tion of  a  bridge  to  connect  St.  Philip 
Hospital  and  the  A.  D.  Williams  Memo- 
rial Clinic,  and  completion  of  alterations 
and  remodeling  to  provide  housing  for 
22  patients  on  the  second  floor  of  Memo- 
rial Hospital. 

The  total  capital  outlay  requests  from 


all  of  the  state  agencies  exceed  esti- 
mated revenue  to  the  point  where  the  im- 
position of  a  sales  tax  is  already  being 
discussed.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  the 
requests  of  all  agencies  will  be  pared  to 
the  very  minimum. 

It  is  strongly  urged  that  the  MCV 
alumni  first  acquaint  themselves  and  then 
the  members  of  the  legislation  in  their 
area  with  the  reasons  why  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  vitally  needs  the  ap- 
propriations   it   has   requested.

No  student  has  to  forego  an  education 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  for 
purely  financial  reasons,  according  to  a 
survey  of  student  loan  funds  and  scholar- 
ships recently  made  by  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. 

Private  gifts  to  the  institution  have 
made  available  funds  amounting  to  $70,- 
200.92  for  student  loans,  including  addi- 
tions of  $9,927.00  during  the  past  fiscal 
year. 

Of  this  total,  $24,023.40  is  designated 
for  the  School  of  Medicine,  $21,590.62 
for  the  School  of  Dentistry,  $9,906.00  for 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  $3,515.43 
for  the  School  of  Nursing.  The  remain- 
ing $21,164.95  is  in  general  loan  funds. 

Only  $27,844.26  of  the  $70,200.92  in 
student  loan  funds  was  in  use  on  June  30, 
1954,  leaving  $42,356.66  available  for 
new  loans. 

In  addition  to  these  funds  accumulated 
from  private  sources,  there  is  a  state  stu- 
dent loan  fund  amounting  to  $24,562.49, 
of  which  $18,100.82  was  on  loan  on  June 
30. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  also  holds  a 
note  for  $40,000.00  from  Dr.  Robert  E. 
Allen,  a  Florida  dentist.  This  sum  can  be 
made  available  for  student  loans  at  any 
time  that  it  is  needed. 

The  rate  of  interest  on  state  loan  funds 
and  on  other  funds  where  the  donors 
have  not  yet  specifically  prescribed  other- 
wise is  two  per  cent  per  annum  while 
students  are  in  attendance  at  the  college 
and  four  per  cent  per  annum  from  such 
time  as  students  graduate,  leave  college,  or 
complete  their  internships. 

College  officials  have  expressed  the  be- 
lief that  educational  benefits  available  to 
veterans  have  temporarily  reduced  the 
current  need  for  student  loans,  and,  as 
fewer  veterans  enroll,  the  demand  for 
financial  assistance  will  be  greater. 

During  the  past  school  year  $92,451.71 
was  awarded  by  the  institution  in  scholar- 
ships and  prizes.  Much  of  this  was  made 
possible  by  scholarships  and  fellowships 
established  in  1953  through  the  generosity 
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of  the  late  Adolph  D.  Williams  of  Rich- 
mond. Two  types  of  scholarships  are 
awarded  by  the  A.  D.  Williams  Commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
the  College,  single  annual  awards  of 
$300.00  in  each  class,  based  on  academic 
and  other  personal  merit,  and  scholarships 
based  primarily  on  student  needs,  with  a 
definite  scholarship  requirement.  These 
vary  in  amount,  but  do  not  usually  exceed 
$500.00  per  student  per  year,  and  are 
available  to  students  in  medicine. 

Although  the  estate  of  Mr.  Williams 
has  not  yet  been  settled,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  trust  funds  for  scholarships  for 
students  of  medicine  and  fellowships  for

In  the  late  spring  of  1954  a  new  private 
scholarship  fund  of  $5,000.00  was  made 
available  to  nursing  students.  It  is  restrict- 
ed to  white  students  born  in  one  of  eleven 
southern  states.  At  present  $2,235.00  has 
been  awarded  in  scholarships  from  this 
fund. 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  more  medical 
graduates  to  locate  in  rural  areas,  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia  has  authorized  the 
college  to  establish  twenty  annual  medical 
scholarships  of  $1,000.00  each.  These 
scholarships  are  available  to  residents  of 
Virginia  under  certain  conditions,  one  of 
which  requires  that  the  recipient  of  such 
scholarship  agrees  to  engage  continuously 
in  the  general  practice  of  medicine  in  a 
rural  community  in  Virginia  approved  by 
the  State  Health  Commissioner  and  the 
State  Board  of  Health  for  a  period  of  years 
equal  in  number  to  the  years  he  has  been 
a  beneficiary  of  the  scholarship. 

According  to  information  received  from 
the  dean's  office,  of  the  sixteen  of  the 
rural  scholarship  graduates  since  1951, 
nine  are  already  located  in  rural  areas. 

In  1952  four  annual  scholarships  of 
$1,000.00  were  established  for  derital 
students,  the  requirement  being  that  the 
recipient  should  agree  to  engage  con- 
tinuously in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in 
a  state  mental  institution  designated  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Mental  Hygiene  and 
Hospitals,  or,  if  no  such  vacancy  exists,  in 
a  rural  community  in  Virginia  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  a  period 
of  years  equal  to  the  years  he  has  used 
the  scholarship.  No  dental  students  have 
applied  for  these  scholarships  this  year. 

Nursing  scholarships  of  $150.00  are 
also  available  to  residents  of  Virginia  who 
will  remain  in  the  state  and  engage  in  the 
general  practice  of  nursing  one  year  for 
each  scholarship  received. 

Alumni  are  urged  to  inform  prospec- 
tive students  of  the  financial  aid  they  can 
receive  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
in  the  form  of  scholarships  and  student 
loans.  Detailed  information  can  be  re- 
ceived from  the  dean's  offices. 


Alumni,  College 
To  Make  Movie 

Recognizing  that  on  occasion  individual 
alumni  have  borne  a  large  part  of  the  ex- 
penses of  local  chapter  meetings,  and  to 
make  paying  of  dues  to  local  chapters  un- 
necessary, the  Board  of  Trustees  voted  on 
October  15  to  refund  to  each  formally 
organized  chapter  $1.00  for  each  dues 
paying  member  in  that  area,  upon  request 
of  the  local  chapter. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  decided  that 
such  payments  should  be  made  to  the  local 
chapters  in  one  check  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  on  De- 
cember 31. 

This  plan  will  go  into  effect  on  January 
1,  1955,  and  the  first  possible  payment 
would  be  in  January,  1956. 

The  Board  also  appropriated  $500.00 
to  provide  a  professional  script  writer  for 
a  movie  about  the  College.  The  College 
has  authorized  the  expenditure  of  $800.00 
to  make  the  movie,  which  will  be  available 
to  the  Alumni  Association  and  the  local 
chapters. 

It  is  expected  that  this  movie  will  be 
completed  by  next  summer.

Many  physicians  have  given  their  names 
to  diseases  they  have  diagnosed,  but  James 
Q.  Gant,  Jr.,  M'35  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
is  probably  the  only  doctor  to  have  a  part 
of  the  moon  named  in  his  honor. 

Dr.  H.  Percy  Wilkins,  Director  of  the 
Lunar  Section  of  the  British  Astronomical 
Association,  recently  announced  that  "The 


Lunar  crater  Archimedes-A  will  hence- 
forth be  known  as  Lunar  Crater  Gant,  in 
honor  of  Dr.  Gant,  in  recognition  for 
his  observations  of  lunar  surface  details 
over  many  years." 

Dr.  Gant  became  interested  in  astron- 
omy in  1920  and  began  making  drawings 
of  the  moon  using  a  small  telescope. 
While  he  was  at  the  Ohio  State  University, 
he  began  to  make  the  moon  a  real  study, 
which  he  continued  during  his  years  at 
M.C.V.  Frequently  he  and  the  late  Dr.  F. 
W.  Shaw,  professor  of  bacteriology,  did 
observing  together. 

Dr.  Gant  now  has  an  astronomical  ob- 
servatory thirty  miles  northwest  of  Wash- 
ington at  Boyd's,  Maryland,  which  is 
equipped  with  a  good  telescope. 

He  belongs  to  the  Lunar  Section  of  the 
British  Astronomical  Association,  the 
American  Association  of  Variable  Star 
Observers,  the  Royal  Canadian  Astronom- 
ical Association,  and  the  National  Capitol 
Astronomers  Association. 

Dr.  Gant  is  in  the  private  practice  of 
dermatology  and  syphilology  at  1726  M 
Street,  N.W.,  Washington,  D.  C.
